Dominion Parliament' 

fOurrespondence Toronto Uaii.] 

Ottawa, Feb. 11. — Immediately be- 
fore the adjournment to ninht, a des 
patch from Lord Carnarvon to tlio 
Governor-General, re the New Bruns- 
wick School question, was laid before 
the House. 

The Colonial Secretary, while ex- 
pressing the hope that the minority in 
New Brunswick will obtain the sarao 
privileges in the matter of education 
as in other Provinces, declines to ad- 
vise the Queen-to interfeiroj- in that it 
is a question of local consequence. 

The Address in reply to the Speech 
from the Throne was moved and se- 
conded in speeches which possessed 
no special feature. Sir John Macdon- 
ald's speech was aa quiet as so meagre 
a bill of faro called for, but ■^vns nov- 
erely sarcastical in parts. Tlio Ad- 
dress was about to jDass without fur- 
ther debate, when Mr, Holton, in 
some forcible and well considered re- 
, maj^ks, palled for an explanation of 
Mir. Huntington's spieech in Argen- 
te.uil. The debate which followed was 
animated iu tho extromo. The Poat- 
master-Genoral's speech was univer- 
sally condemned, and his would-be 
explanations repudiated. Finally 
forced into siienkiug, Mr. Huntington 
while calling attention to his oxjjlaua- 
tory letter to Mr. Power, lauuuhodout 
into a defence of his letter. 

Mr. Holton wound up the debate 
by suggesting to the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral in the plainest terms that tho 
general expression of opinion made iu 
the House led to but one logical con- 
clusion. Almost in aa many words, ho 
called upon Mr. Huntington to reaigu 
his seat in the Cabinet. It remains to 
to be seen whether the member for 
Shefford possesses the •virtue of resig- 
nation. 

Customs duties received at the port 
of Ottawa up to August were 1439,281. 

Anticipating a bhange in the tariff 
during tho present session, the mer 
ohauts throughout the Dominion-have 
begun taking their goods out of bond, 
A considerable increase in the amount 
of customs and excise duties may con- 
sequently be expected this mouth. In 
this city and Montreal a notable in- 
crease in revenue has already taken 
place. 

Tho subject in the lobbies is the 
tariff changes. Enquiries fiom the 
ouisifle are reaching the members con 
stantly; but no one appears to have 
any idea of the changes to be projjo-s 
ed. The opinion gains ground that 
tho changes will be less than wu.s 
generally supposed, and aonio Jliu 
terialiats suggests the possibility of 
their being very light. A paragraph 
in the friland Revenue report, refer- 
ring to the poasibillity of increased 
illicit distillation as a result of high 
duties, leads to the belief that no in- 
crease wUl take place in that , direc- 
tion, 

, In moving the address in reply to 
the Speech Mr. Casey said: With re- 
gard to the Pacific railway, as tho bill 
for the construction ol tho Esquiuialt 
an<l Nanaimo branch did not pass tho 
Senate lost session, it became neces- 
sary for the Government to consider 
wliat they could do in order to com- 
pensate the people of British Colum- 
bia for not (iarrying out that ])art of 
tho Bcheino, and iho conclusion bad 
been arrived at to pay them a lump 
siim of money. The obligation of the 
Government to go on with the remain- 
der continued as strict ua ever; and 
there was no reason to assume thai 
they had determined to abiuiilon it, 
but it must be remembered tliat the 
Government were not bound to luv 
any increased burdens upon the coun- 
try for the purpose of building the 
road. Explorations had been made iu 
hitherto unknown districts, aud bettor 
routes were found than were known 
before. Before finally adopting the 
route in somo places, however, still 
further explorations would have to be 
made. With regard to the fishery 
claims, he said that it aiDponred tliat 
our Government had takeu tho nocos- 
sary steps for their settlement by ap- 
pointing a Commissioner, but tlic 
American Government had not, he 
regretted to observe, named their re- 
presentative, and consequently tho 
question was still in abeyance. The 
result of thifl would bo that embar- 
rasmcut would arise in regard to tho 
settlement of tbesei claims which would 
not have been encountered if tho 
Washington Commission had fulfilled 
its original design, and given an au- 
thoritative expression with rogajd to 
tlio question. 

Sir John Macdonald said thoy wore 
told that the correspondence, reports, 
and other papers relative to the con- 
struction of tho Pacific railway would 
be laid before tboui. They would, of 
course, be exceedingly happy to re- 
ceive this information and to give it 
very weighty consideration. No 
indication, however, was given in the 
Speech (and he considered the oniis- 
sion a very serious onoj of tho course 
to be taken by the Govorninont either 
administratively or by moans of par- 
ticular legislation witli regard to this 
important question. (Hoar, hear.) Ho 
prei-umed, though, that when tluj 
received tho Ministerial exjolanatiouH, 
which might bo expected at an early 
day, relating to the reconstruction of 
the Governmont-when his bou. friend 
the Premier would tell .tbein. .why" he 
had thought it necessary to add 
strength to his Govornment by taking 
into it the IMinister of Justice and tho 
Presidoiit of Council — ■ they would 
most likely bo informed not only of 
the manner in which divergence of 
opinion between the hon. gentleman 
and the Minister of Jlisticd' had been 
overcome — (hoar, hear)— but also be 
given some inkling of what tho future 
course of the Government would be

Thus ended the fifth and final at- 
tnnptmade to capture Qaebeo iiince 

its foundation by Jaques CaVtier. For 
several months afterwards it was 
blockaded by tbo Continental troops: 
but in June, 177G, they «vacuated 
Canada and never re entered it. In 
1812, the army of the United States 
strove to pain possession o^eptovineeBv 
which Piauklia and Waahineton had 
regarded as the moat important ac- 
quisitions which could bo made by tlje 
liepublic they helped to establish. 
Ho wever, the invaders were beaten 
back, and the chief result of the cam- 
paign wns to give to the Canadian 
General Brocke, who fell in battle, an 
honoured place on the roll which 
boars tho names of Wolfe and .Mont- 
calm. Not long ago the Fenians, with 
tho connivance of citizens of the Unit- 
ed States, tried to overrun Canada, but 
thoy were repelled by the Canadian 
Militia with an ease and courage 
which proved that the present gener- 
ation worthily preserves the traditions 
and emulates the patriotism of the 
heroes of 1775 and 1812. It is pleas- 
ing to bo able to add that our Canadi- 
an brethren are as contented aa they 
are patriotic. Our able aud influential 
contemporary, tho Toronto 'Globe,' 
recently remarked, 'as respects Can- 
ada, there is literally at tho present 
moment no need for any change what- 
ever.' Should any change bo found 
uocGsaary, it will doubtless be efi"ected 
without hesitation or heartburning, 
and, above all, will commend itself to 
the descendants of those United Em- 
pire Loyalists to whom Canada is 
deeply indebted, and whom the Moth- 
erland holds in affectionate remem- 
brance. If any visitors to the Cen- 
tennial Exhibition at Philadelphia are 
asked what is there on the Continent 
of North America which can be com- 
pared with the marvels wrought in the 
United States during the past hun 
drod years, they may briefly and con- 
clusively reply— Loo'k at the Dominion 
pf Oan^diil— 'Glasgow Herald."

— Tlio machinery for a 
bowl factory is now in Seattle, and will 
probably soon be put to uso. It is . in- 
tended to erect a building near Nation's 
foundfy 
and

a block, six at a time, six in eight niin- 
utos, and six of six difTorout sizes. This 
will be the oiily factory of the sort on 
tbo coast, and as the wooden bowls now 
in use hero are all imported from the 
East, thero is thought to bo ompla room 
and much necessity for it. With its ra- 
pidly inoroasiug manufacturing interests 
the future of Seattle is assurod beyond 
question. )■■> • 

Tbo trains now leavo Taooma at' 7 in 
tho morning, and arrive at 5 in tbo even- 
ing.

Lecture. — Mr. Dawson of tbo Geolo- 
gical Survey dolivorod a highly interest- 
ing locturo on tho "Geology of the Gla- 
cier Period," before tbe Young Men's 
Christian Association of this city last 
evening. His exposition of the sub- 
ject was of tbe most lucid and masterly 
character. Ho first sketched briefly the 
origin aud history of tho scionco of Geo- 
logy, and then entered aiofe particularly 
into tho discuaaiou of his immediate sub- 
ject. Tlio lecture gave evidence of a
